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1. It is noted that some of the IDS documents of 1 1/3/04 and 12/9/4 are not statutory prior 
art and are not considered as prior art for that reason. See the interview summary regarding 
reasons for allowance. It is also noted that the Examiner and applicant contemplated that 
Eventoff with Serban arguably could be modifed in light of the prior art of record such that the 
Serban pedestal 12 overlaps a portion of the curved trace portions in areas 22, 24, but it was
